The Universal Transit Pass 
(U-Pass), which is provided for 
full-time Laurentian University 
students to access Greater 
Sudbury bus services as a part 
of their tuition, is up for renewal 
with the City of Greater Sudbury. 

The contract is typically re- 
negotiated every three years, 
and it was last negotiated in 
2011. The U-Pass program 
began in September 2006 and 
originally cost $135 annually, 
funds which were taken from 
full-time students' tuition as it is 
now. Currently, the U-Pass gives 
unlimited bus access to students 
during all eight months of the 
school year, costing $164 per 
year. The fee is deducted from 
each student's tuition. 

"It is public knowledge that 
the mayor of Sudbury has 
decided to commission a report 
about the financial sustainability, 
so to speak, of the transit system 
as a whole," said Mark Mancini, 
Vice President of Student Issues 
for the SGA. "The U-Pass is a part 
of that, so I think (the city) will 
be investigating the profitability 
and sustainability of the U-Pass 
as part of the Sudbury transit 
system. With that knowledge in 
mind we want to arm ourselves 
with as much knowledge and 
research as possible." 

The city report is not expected 
to be released until the summer 
months. 

Mancini said that the program 
is a "very good deal" for students, 
although "the concern for us 
becomes if the city finds that 
the U-Pass is not profitable, and 
decides to increase the price of 
the U-Pass," at which point the 
SGA would re-evaluate what is 
best for students. 

When the U-Pass referendum 
passed in 2006, it was on the 
terms that the price of each 



U-Pass could not raise to be above 
$200 without the referendum 
being ratified. 

"I don't want to speculate 
that is what's going to happen 
at all, it's just one scenario that's 
plausible," said Mancini. "We are 
looking at different options of 
what to do, should the scenario 
arise." 

Mancini said that 20 per cent 
of current Laurentian University 
students live on campus, with 
a growing demographic of off- 
campus and on-campus students 
having cars: Mancini said these 
are demographics the SGA are 



"keeping in mind." 

At a past SGA board meeting, 
Mancini said the board had 
directed the SGA executive to 
research a number of different 
transportation pass options, such 
as making the U-Pass voluntary, 
or lengthening the pass 
functionality to twelve months. 

"These are all options we 
want to explore, especially if the 
prices of the U-Pass are going to 
increase, in a worst case scenario." 

The Students' General 
Association (SGA) must negotiate 
with the City of Greater Sudbury, 
as well as the Association of 



Francophone Students of 
Laurentian University (AEF) 
and the Graduate Students' 
Association (GSA). Although 
the SGA and AEF have typically 
negotiated together, this year 
the city has asked that the GSA is 
included in the negotiations, after 
their similar bus plan referendum 
passed during elections last year. 

Mancini said there is still a 
lot of work to do in negotiation, 
although the associations have 
a presentation for the city. He 
said the associations are looking 
at a "whole array of different 
options, keeping in mind that 



the city's relationship with the 
U-Pass might become a little bit 
tumultuous." 

The student associations and 
city officials are meeting again 
the weekof March 3, to inform the 
city of the student associations' 
position, as well as what the SGA 
would like to research further, 
and to set a timeline for this 
contract period.

Western's center was huge, very busy and 
seemed like everyone was partying all the 
time; Fanshawe's was perhaps the most 
logically laid out, although the squash 
courts in the hallway threw me. 

Disregarding the oddities that these 
four buildings may have had, I think they 




had something more important: a sense of 
community. Whether we toured the library 
and study area or the local restaurant, there 
were happy faces everywhere.

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Ice hut auction raises $20,000 
for architecture school

After months of building, 
Laurentian University School of 
Architecture students auctioned 
off their ice huts on Feb. 13 in the 
Science North cavern. 

In total, $20,000 was raised, 
money which will go back into 
the architecture school. 

Student groups were 
originally given $750 to purchase 
the materials necessary for their 
ice huts, and approximately 
600 hours of labour went into 
building the physical huts. 

In total 12 huts were up for 
auction, with names ranging 
from Cyclone to The Red Parka. 

Denis Lemieux and his group 
designed Ice Hut #10, Petit 
Poisson, which resembled a large 
fish, complete with a top horn 

"We went with the idea of a 
whole fish for an ice hut- we took 
a section of the fish, the spine 
and fin, and built to the mouth of 
the fish. We also wanted to keep 
the hut light." 

Petit Poisson fit five people 
for fishing, while other huts up 
for auction ranged from 2 to 6 
people. 

The live-auction took place 
after an hour's viewing of the huts, 
which were dispersed around

the Science North property and 
parking lot, during which free 
Speakeasy hot chocolate and 



s'mores were available. 

Blaine Nicholls was among 
those who introduced the 



steering committee for the 
architecture school project in 
2007, acting as the chair. 



Nicholls, who is a retired 
architect, said that although 
the committee dissolved once 
the architecture school was 
improved he remains active in 
the school. He said seeing the 
Ice Hut Auction take place was 
"fantastic - it was an early idea. 
We looked at what was unique 
about the architecture school in 
Sudbury, and immediately we 
wanted students to get involved 
in designing things and building 
things." 

Nicholls said the auction was 
the first time the school was 
showcasing their work, and they 
did an "excellent job, and were 
very impressive." 

Tickets for the event cost $50, 
although children were able to 
get in for free. Once the huts were 
sold, they belonged to the owner 
as is - transporting them was the 
responsibility of the bidder. 

The School of Architecture's 
goal was to raise $1,500 from 
each hut, resulting in $18,000- 
a goal that was surpassed by 
$2000. 

Nicholls said he is "proud" of 
the students for their work and 
the sales. 



SGA and students tour London student centers

On March 28, a combination of Students' 
General Association (SGA) executives 
and student representatives travelled 
to London, Ontario, to tour a variety of 
university and college student centers in 
preparation for the referendum vote. 

Rollins said the tour was conducted to 
show students "how beneficial a student 
center is, in so many different ways. The 
student centers we saw were the hubs 
of campus - all students gathered and 
spent time there, studying or socializing. 
Laurentian really doesn't have that kind of 
space at the moment, and I think creating 
that connection and culture around a 
student center would be beneficial for 
students." 

The nine-person group toured 
Wilfrid Laurier, King's University College, 



University of Western Ontario and 
Fanshawe College's student union centers. 

"The reasons we picked these schools 
was because we wanted to see a variety 
of different schools, and we wanted to 
show students a student center that has all 
the amenities we are looking for in a new 
student center," said SGA President Andy 
Rollins. "We also wanted to show students 
some bigger schools, and where we could 
be in the future." 

Students who accompanied the SGA 
executive on the tour will now help 
educate the SGA student body on what 
other student centers are like, how they 
function, and if they are beneficial. 

"We now have a small core of students 
who have a wealth of knowledge about 
the benefits of having a student center, 
and a wealth of knowledge about the 



referendum," said Rollins. "They can now 
go and disseminate that information to 
the rest of the student body." 

In a de-briefing meeting that will 
happen during the week of March 3, 
students and representatives will decide 
what they thought was positive and 
negative about the four student centers 
viewed. 

Rollins believes that what will be the 
hardest point to convince students on - 
paying more for a student center they may 
not necessarily be here to benefit from - is 
an investment in the future of Laurentian. 

If the referendum for the student 
center passes, students will pay for the $10 
million student center through the course 
of a thirty-year tiered system: the first year 
of construction the SGA would charge a 
$40 student fee, the second year an $80 



fee, and every year after that, for 28 years, 
a $11 4 fee. 

"We aren't just throwing away money 
- we're investing it," said Rollins. "We're 
investing in ourselves when we build this 
student center, even in the number of 
student jobs that will create. The amount 
of money we are going to be putting back 
into the students is way more than we're 
going to be paying." 

This is the first time the SGA has actively 
campaigned for a student referendum 
vote. Rollins said the SGA will begin 
campaigning on March 3, and will be 
hosting town-hall style meetings and 
hanging posters around campus. 

The referendum vote will be included 
on in the 2014-2015 SGA elections taking 
place March 19 and 20. 
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LU engineering team places first

According to Laurentian's 
website "engineering is a self- 
regulating profession whose 
practice is governed by provincial 
and territorial statutes and has 
contributed in a major way to the 
economic and general well-being 
of society. It encompasses the 
practical application of science 
to the production of goods and 
services that benefit society." 

However, it seems that the 
Laurentian engineering students 
are taking a more practical 
approach that seems to be 
working, as they placed first at 
this year's Ontario engineering 
competition in senior design 
which was held at the Ontario 
University Institute of Technology 
in Oshawa, Ontario. 

"These categories are 
designed for junior and senior 
competitors to produce an 
innovative and feasible solution 
to a previously undisclosed 
problem." The engineering team 
said. "They are given limited 
materials and preparation 
time to create their prototype. 
Competitors are expected to 
demonstrate their final solution 
and deliver a presentation to the 



judges. The top designs in these 
categories should be highly 
effective, yet very economical." 

This year the team consisted 
of Mitchell Andryechen, Richard 
Lapointe, Justin Gaudet, and 
Nathan Mathias, and of course 
the "Arctic Rover" which was their 
winning device that outraced 
the opponents. The competition 
begins with each team getting 
a box of supplies to build their 
device. This year the device had 
to be able to drive through a 
rough snow terrain, however, 
you are not told this until the 
competition begins. The Arctic 
Rover managed to travel 5.5 feet 
through the rough terrain, where 
as the next closest was only 6 
inches. 

"The competitions are a good 
way of showcasing individuals 
skills." Andryechen said. "Not all 
students excel in the academics, 
however they can demonstrate 
their skills when faced with an 
applied, real world problem. All 
four team members fall into this 
category." 

The team had to build a 
device that could race in the 
snow, something that Sudbury 
residents are very familiar with. 



"We came in as underdogs Mathias said. "We showed up 

with no pressure, worked well in camo hats, t-shirts, jeans and 

as a team and brought our work boots, while all the other 

knowledge of snow to the table." teams were dressed formally. Our

Less than a third the size of 
Ontario, yet with almost three 
times the population of all of 
Canada, Germany should be 
at the top of people's lists of 
European countries to visit. 

Germany is a very diverse land 
with vast differences depending 
on where you go in the country. 

"Take the beautiful Rhine 
Valley, between Heidelberg and 
Cologne with its numerous little 
castles perched on the hills," 
Tim Felger, a German Outdoor 
education exchange student that 
attended Laurentian University, 
said. 

Germany is a country with a 
rich medieval history and as a 
result of such, has many castles. 

In fact, some of the world's 
most famous castles, like 
Neuschwanstein (the castle that 
Walt Disney based the Disney 
castle off of) or Heidelberger 
Schloss, reside within Germany's 
borders. 

If castles don't interest 
you, Germany also has many 
other sights to visit as Felger 
states, "The windy party city of 
Hamburg with its pulsing cultural 
centres Schanzenviertel and 
Reeperbahn, or the historically 
so-important capital Berlin 
with the Brandenburg Gate and 
Checkpoint Charlie, orthe heavily 
bombed, but effort fully rebuilt 
city of Dresden, or the Southwest 
with the Mercedes and Porsche 
city Stuttgart, the magnificent 
Black Forest and the magically- 
green Bodensee area. This list 
could go on and on." 

Germany has a gorgeous 
landscape that ranges from 
the Bavarian mountains in the 
southeast to the Black Forest 
in the southwest to the beauty 
North and Baltic Sea's coast line 
making this country a nature 
lover's paradise. 

Germany also possesses a very 
rich culture thatvariesdepending 
on where you are in the country. 

For example, although the 
national language is German, 
there are many dialects that only 
spoken in certain parts of the 
country. 

Some of these dialects are 
so different, that many native 
Germans sometimes can't 
understand people from other 



parts of the country depending 
on the strength of the accent and 
how much dialect they use. 

This, normally isn't a problem 
for tourists however, as many 
Germans (especially the younger 
generation) can speak at least 
some English. 

Languages aside, some of 
the most renowned cultural 
traditions are only practiced at 
certain times in certain parts of 
the country, something travellers 
need to be aware of if they want 
to experience them. 

"People should visit Germany 
because it offers a wide range 
of regional varieties that are 
worthy to discover, starting from 
Bavarian beer fest to Rhineland 
Carneval and Berlin Currywurst." 
Sabine Jack, a language student 
from Germany who attended 
Laurentian University said. 

The famous German cultural 



celebration is called Wiesn, but 
in the English speaking world it 
is know as Oktoberfest. 

This festival is the largest 
festival of its kindand it celebrates 
one of the cornerstones of 
German culture: beer. 

"Besides geographical 
landmarks," stated Felger, "I am 
particularly proud of our beer, 
which is among the best in the 
world." 

The most popular sport in 
Germany is soccer and it is played 
throughout the country. 

This is common for most 
European countries; however, 
Germany has the distinction of 
possessing the most attended 
soccer league on the planet: the 
Bundesliga. 

The Bundesliga is home to 
some of the best players on the 
planet, but unlike many of the 
other top European Leagues, 



ticket prices in Germany are 
relatively cheap, sometimes as 
low at 12.50 Euros for the cheap 
seats. 

If you are planning a trip 
to this wonderful country you 
should be aware of meinfernbus. 
de or sites similar offering bus 
trips all over Germany. 

When travelling around 
Europe (and Germany) many 
people opt for the train over the 
bus. 

This is fine if you have plenty 
of money to spend or are on 
a tighter timetable, but not so 
effective if you are trying to keep 
your budget down. 

Many people do not realize 
how much cheaper the bus is 
over the train when travelling 
from city to city. 

For example, to travel from 
Heidelberg to Berlin with 
meinfernbus.de is 25 Euros if 



booked slightly in advance (at 
least a week to be safe), however, 
this same trip can cost a traveller 
over a hundred Euros if done by 
train. 

This helps considerably to 
keep the costs of travel down, 
which most students need if 
they are to properly travel this 
incredible country. 

"There is something new and 
amazing to experience in every 
region," states Jack. "Don't miss 
out on the opportunity to have 
the best time of your life." 
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If you received a Common Experience Payment, you could get

However, at this time the 
Nazi party in Germany is slowly 
growing, but it doesn't seem to 
stop the people in Berlin from 
partying all their troubles away at 
the Cabaret. 

Karen Jackson, who plays Sally 
Bowles, is very excited about the 
production. "I am elated to be 
part of it. Musicals are my gateway 



into theatre so the fact that I 
could be part of this experience 
and one of the leading roles is a 
dream come true." 

The director, Patricia Tedford, 
said one of the main reasons 
she decided to put on a musical 
this year was because of the 
enthusiasm and skill many 
performers of last year's The 
Last Days of Judas Iscariot 
demonstrated. While the show 
played in North Bay, Tedford 
said, the performers would be in 
their rooms at night singing and 
dancing together.

on... And the cost is about 
quadruple of a standard 
production." 

With all of the singing and 
dancing, the show has been 
extensively choreographed 
in conjunction with a live 
band playing the jazzy tunes. 
"We had a lot of rehearsals 
outside of rehearsals... I've 
been in gymnastics for years, 
but I've never really done 
things like that on stage 
before," said AN Weslake, 
one of the Kit Kat girls.

In this production, a 
thrust stage is used with 
unconventional seating.

"It 
was really nice because this is a 
grassroots thing where we don't 
have much money to play around 
with. So it was awesome of the 
bands who showed interest in 
playing in this show." 

Although the Big Basement 
Show was to promote different 
bands around Sudbury and across 
the nation, Drake said he wanted 
this show to have interesting 
activities throughout the three-day 
festival, which included a neon 
sliding party, a punk vest workshop 



and a variety of classic arcade 
games to choose from. 

"We wanted to make it feel 
comfortable," said Drake. "It's 
always a challenge to think about 
how you can make your event more 
than just a show because we've all 
been to shows and sometimes, it's 
kind of boring, especially if you 
are there for six or seven hours.

Drake said he made the event 
an all-ages show to bring in a 
youthful crowd to "inspire the next 
generation of musicians" in the 
city.

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Cortical column: monkeys and morality

We've been exploring a theme 
in the last few issues of Cortical 
Column in what makes humans 
really human - what separates us 
from other animals. This week, 
I'd like to explore the concept of 
morality — the ability for people 
to make right or wrong decisions. 
Over the years, the sources of 
morality have shifted from religious 
teachings, to philosophical 
movements, and have always been 
influenced by intrinsic cultural 
mores we are often not consciously 
aware of 

Almost any decision we actively 
make is influenced by two very 
distinct levels. Both emotional 
and rational neural pathways are 
used when we make a choice. 



Emotional thinking is more primal 
and primitive due to the 'older' 
parts of the brain such as the 
amygdala, cingulate gyrus, and the 
other parts of the limbic system 
which lead to emotional thought. 
In fact, we are often unaware of 
the emotional context of decisions 
because the emotional centres of 
the brain receive the information 
first. 

The rational influence for moral 
decisions is usually associated with 
areas such as the ventromedial 
prefrontal cortex, which is just 
about right behind your forehead. 
This area is very active during 
moral decision making, and when 
damaged or interfered with makes 
these kinds of decisions difficult. 
This part of the brain is also 



connected to the temporoparietal 
junction, which is where the 
temporal and parietal lobes meet. 
What makes us human could be 
said to be the ability of resisting 
emotional responses and applying 
rational thinking, using these latter 
parts of the brain rather than the 
former 

But we also have memories, 
created from experiences, and we 
always make decisions based on 
these memories. Our experiences 
often involve other people, and 
our ability to understand and 
empathize with other people is 
called the Theory of Mind. It 
allows us to both "put ourselves 
in each other's' shoes" as well as 
understanding that what I find 
funny someone else might find 



offensive. Being able to empathize 
with each other has led to many 
people to argue for a "Universal 
Morality", where things are 
universally accepted as being right 
or wrong, regardless of individual 
differences. 

A universal morality is kind 
of what German philosopher 
Immanuel Kant oudined in 
his 1 785 work Grounding for 
the Metaphysics of Morals. He 
introduced the concept of the 
Categorical Imperative, which in 
its most basic sense means "Only 
do things you would want to 
become universally acceptable". 
This is very close to what is referred 
to as the Golden Rule: treat others 
as you would like to be treated. 

Whether based in 



philosophy, religion, or cultural 
acceptance, morality itself is 
something which is universally 
true among all humans. But 
even chimpanzees and bonobos 
seem to have taboos, mores, 
social conventions, and public 
punishment protocols which 
suggest a kind of cultural moraHty. 
Perhaps what truly separates us 
from primates is that we have both 
the capability of creating newer, 
more efficient ways to kill each 
other, and the ability to inhibit 
those atrocities.

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'There will be changes:' Hurley

After missing the OUA playoffs 
for the ft)urth-year in a row, 
Laurentian's women's basketball 
coach said "there will be changes" to 
modify his team's roster next season. 

"The reality of it is we have to 
go out and get as many players as 
possible," said Jason Hurley. "We 
played hard all year but this core 
group hasn't made the playoffs, 
so the players have to know that if 
we don't perform, things need to 
improve for the better" 

The Voyageurs could only 
establish two wins during the first 
half of the season, which led them 
to sit sixth, ahead of the York Lions 
and Algoma Thunderbirds for the 
last playoff spot in the OUA East 
standings. 

However, in the second half, 
Laurentian dropped 1 1 of 1 3 games 
while York managed to win seven 
of their last 13 which included two 
wins over the Voyageurs, leaving the 
Lions with the last playoff position 
in the conference. 

Laurentian would finish the 
2013-14 season with a record of 
4-18, and according to Hurley, his 
team lacked "physicality." 

"We took a step backwards," 
he said. "Last year, we got to the 
final game and this year we were 
eliminated from the playoffs with 
two games left. Yes, we practiced and 
played hard, but we just made the 
first building block, and the second 



is to execute. If you look at the stats, 
we are not going to win with one of 
the worst turnovers, least amount of 
assists and defensive rebounds in the 
league." 

In fact, Laurentian had an 
average of 23.4 turnovers a game, 
which was second last in the OUA 
just behind Algoma with 23.9. 

Also, the Voyageurs were second 
worse in assists with 8.0 per game, 
leading to Laurentian averaging only 
52.0 points in offence compared to 
63.0 allowed on defence. 

Hurley believes each and every 
player improved individually, but 
said his team needs to learn to "play 
together" in order to get success in 
the OUA. 

"They have to buy in the 
system," he said. "For a player, it's 
a natural instinct to want to get it 
done themselves because sometimes 
things aren't going right, but this is a 
team game and the only way we can 
win is to get it done together. Once 
we can learn how to finish games as 
a unit, then we will get used to it." 

Laurentian forward Emma 
Decloe, who is a graduate this 
season, led the Voyageurs in scoring 
with an average of 11.3 points and 
4.9 rebounds a game. 

Following right after Decloe is 
third-year guard Danielle Harris 
who averaged a career high 9.8 
points per game, including an 
average of 3.1 rebounds. 

Also, Devenae Bryce and

Adrienne Moreau both averaged a 
career high in scoring with 8.3 and 
8.0 points per game, respectfully. 

Next up for Hurley and his 
team, he said is a long off-season 
of training so his players can stay 
in "good game shape and focus on 
individual skills." 



"Done are the days of going 
home for four months and coming 
back," he said. "Most of the top 
teams, the girls stay around all year 
and train to get better If you look 
at our play and our stats, it took 
some of our players a full semester 
to get into game shape. We can't 



afford to use the first semester to 
get in shape anymore. The way this 
program is moving forward, it will 
be demanded that we stay. That's 
the way Carleton, Ottawa, Windsor 
and all the best teams in this country 
do it." 



Voyageurs end season with 11 -game drought, look to 
learn from experience

The Laurentian Voyageurs returned to 
rink after a 13-year hiatus, bringing with 
them a new logo and fresh look as the 
university's athletic department opted to 
rebrand itself with two new hockey clubs 
added to the fold. 

The decision directed more attention on 
the Voyageurs and its collection of players 
that donned the blue and gold in the team's 
return season. While expectations were 
understandably tempered considering the 
team had to recruit from scratch, finishing 
the season with an 11 -game losing streak 
had to be unanticipated. 

The season started on the right track 
with the Voyageurs earning a 3-1 record and 
outscoring their opponents 16-10 in that 
span. But the wheels grinded to a halt as the 



team followed their hot start with an eight- 
game losing streak. Laurentian then went 
2-14 to close out the campaign, the focus on 
the 1 1-game slide. 

Alain Valiquette finished with a .894 
save percentage and 4.21 goals against 
average. While his statistics are below 
average, Valiquette had flirted with a .920 
save percentage before the team went on its 
losing streak to close out the season. Part of 
the problem was facing an average of 33.6 
shots-per-game, and it's worth noting he 
finished 12th among goaltenders in saves 
despite his 4.21 GAA, a testament to the 
workload he had to consistently face. 

Consisting of young and inexperienced 
players, the Voyageurs had some key 
performances from rookies, which bodes 
well for the future. Nick Esposto and Marc- 



Alain Begin both finished with 21 points, 
ranking ninth and 10th among OUA 
rookies, respectively. Rookie Dylan Fitze led 
the team with 1 1 goals while Jordan Carroll 
ranked second with 10. 

"Overall, the season was very much a 
work in progress," Esposto said. "At times, 
we competed with the top teams in the 
league, losing by one goal to both McGill 
and UQTR, dominating game play, having 
the edge in shots, but at other times it was 
obvious that we were a young, inexperienced 
group of players that have never played 
together and couldn't generate much." 

Esposto said he's content with the team's 
work ethic but believes they must learn from 
experience in order to accumulate wins. 

"Our team did well as we were 
consistendy in games with top teams and 



only once or twice all year weren't in the 
game," Esposto said. "I think we must have 
been close to a record for lost one-goal 
games, so it wiU be nice going forward to 
work on being able to close out games with 
wins. 

With a team that misses the playoffs, 
I think a lot of things need to improve," 
Esposto said. "Our coaching staff did a great 
job explaining situations and making use of 
the tools our players provided them, so next 
year taking all those tools and making them 
a lot better will be paramount. I feel there is 
an adjustment period as most of our players 
have never played at a level as high as CIS 
hockey and we are the youngest team in the 
league. With hard work in the off-season, we 
have nowhere to go next year but up." 
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Men's basketball team wrap-up 
'successful' season 
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Josh Budd averaged 12.7 points-per-game in his final season with the Lau- 
rentian Voyageurs.

Even though the Laurentian 
men's basketball team were 
eliminated in the OUA East 
semifinals by the hands of the 
Carleton Ravens, their coach 
considers this season to be 
"successful." 

"We showed a lot of great 
things throughout the year," said 
Shawn Swords. "Getting ranked 
in the top 10 this year for the 
first time in a decade was great 
for the program. The guys put 
in tons of work in the off-season 
to improve on many things and 
it showed on the floor." 

The Voyageurs began the 
season with a 6-0 record, 
which was the best start under 
Swords' era as a head coach for 
Laurentian. 

Following their 6-0 start, the 
Voyageurs found themselves 
ranked as high as ninth in the 
nation under the Top Ten CIS 
ranking system. 

But, after two straight road 
losses by the hands of the 
Western Mustangs and Windsor 
Lancers, the Voyageurs fell out 
of the CIS ranks. 

To close out the first half of 
the season, the Voyageurs were 
sitting with seven wins and an 
undefeated home record of 5-0. 

However, in the second- 
half of the season, Laurentian 
dropped two straight home 
games against the number 
one ranked Carleton Ravens 
and second ranked Ottawa 



Gee-Gees at the Ben E Avery 
Gymnasium. 

The Voyageurs would only 
win five of their last 13 games 
and ended the season 12-10. 

Laurentian's record was 
good enough to host their third 
straight home playoff game 
when they defeated the York 
Lions (11-11) in a thrilling 86- 
85 win at the Ben E Avery 
Gymnasium on Eeb. 19. 

The Voyageurs season would 



come to an end when they 
travelled to Ottawa to play 
against Carleton (22-0) in the 
OUA East semifinals, which was 
a lop-sided 111-77 victory for 
the Ravens on Eeb. 22. 

Eor Swords, the progress of 
his team in the past few years 
has been "good." 

"It meant a lot to host a 
playoff game again," he said. 
"[It was our] third straight year 
doing it and winning it." 

Swords considers his teams' 



second-half of the season a 
lot more difficult because "we 
started playing better teams" 
like Carleton (22-0), Ottawa (20- 
2) and Ryerson (16-6) who are 
all ranked in the CIS top ten. 

"This year and last year were 
very similar," he said. "Satisfied 
is a difficult word to put for 
the season, [but] being able to 
still hold our own in the best 
conference in the country is a 
success." 

Graduating player Alex 



Ratte,led the way for Laurentian 
averaging 24.4 points-per-game, 
which was good enough for 
second in the OUA just behind 
Toronto guard Alex Hill with 
26.2. 

Nelson Yengue was a key 
contributor for the Voyageurs, 
as he averaged 14.4 points and 
6.6 rebounds a game; however, 
the Laurentian forward was 
only able to play 14 games 
after a shoulder injury half-way 
through the year. 

Josh Budd, who is graduating, 
and Tychon Carter-Newman 
also did their best to help the 
Voyageurs this season with 
12.7 and 11.6 points-per-game, 
respectfully. 

Although Ratte and Budd are 
graduating this season. Swords 
said his team will have to find a 
way to replace them. 

"Each year, we lose major 
pieces," he said. "And each year, 
someone has to step up." 

Swords believes his players 
will work hard in the summer 
and his expectations for next 
season "are the same as every 
year" 

"Outwork our opponent and 
improve as the season moves 
forward," he said. 



Voyageurs named to OUA All-Star teams 



HAMILTON, ON - The Laurentian 
Voyageurs had two members of their 
men's basketball team honoured on 
Thursday as Alex Ratte was named 
an OUA East 2nd Team All-Star and 
Gherick Uneau was named to the OUA 
East AU-Rookic Team. 

Ratte, a third-year guard, was second 



in the OUA in scoring, averaging 24.4 
points-per-game while chipping in 5.1 
rebounds and 4.2 assists-per-game for the 
Voyageurs, who finished the regular season 
in fourth place in the East with a 12-10 
record. Ratte led the nation in field goals 
made with 200 on the season and finished 
his stellar season by finishing second in the 



country with 62 three-pointers made.

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Colarossi reflects on season, aims 
to improve special teams

The Laurentian Voyageurs 
women's hockey team finished their 
inaugural season with a 9-14-1 record, 
a mere two points removed from the 
eighth and final playoff spot, held by 
the Waterloo Warriors. 

Expectations were tempered 
enteringthe campaign as the Voyageurs 
looked to establish an identity in the 
OUA. With the 24-game schedule 
now completed, the Laurentian brass 
have been able to identify the team's 
strengths and weaknesses and look to 
procure the necessary pieces in the off- 
season to move forward. 

"Missing the playoffs by two 
points was bitter sweet as we had 
high expectations of ourselves but, 
at the same time, a realistic view and 
respect for the current teams already 
established in the league," Head coach 
Stacey Colarossi said. "In perspective 
and review of other teams that 
entered this league a few years ago, it 
took them a total of three years each 
to accumulate eight wins, so in that 
respect I am proud of our girls and 
team accomplishment as we already 
hit nine wins this year" 

Colarossi believes the team grasped 
her philosophy of hard work and fast- 
paced hockey. 

"Their perseverance to never 
get outworked, buying into the 
team philosophy and fulfilling each 
individual role," Colarossi said of 
the Voyageurs' strengths. "Playing 
within their own individual strength 
was key and having numerous players 
contributing on the score sheet on 
any given night allowed us to be 
competitive in the league." 

Colarossi said bolstering the special 
teams is a priority in the off-season. 
She win also look to improve the team's 
overall consistency, as goaltender 
Laura Deller faced an average of 31.9 
shots-per-game. 

"Special teams will certainly be 
addressed and have been noted in the 
players that I have been recruiting 
moving forward," Colarossi said. "Our 
intention is to work hard physically in 
the off-season to ensure we can play a 
fuU 60-plus minutes each game at the 
high tempo we as staff expect of our 
players." 

Colarossi said building a foundation 
was crucial if they hope to establish 
a presence in the league, and hopes 
the team is now accustomed to their 
surroundings and know what it takes to 
succeed. She alluded to key moments 



in the season, including missing 
the playoffs by two points as well as 
losing against the Queen's Gaels with 
2.4 seconds left and to the Western 
Mustangs in overtime after they tied 
it up with 15 seconds until victory, as 
building blocks for the young team. 

New recruits, some of which will 
be announced soon, will be added to 
the fold next season. All players on 
the current roster have eligibility to 
continue varsity hockey, but Colarossi 
said "we need added depth to alleviate 
issues when injuries and lack of work 
ethic are present." 

Of those returning players, the 
Voyageurs wiU look to Deller to buUd 
upon her impressive rookie campaign, 
in which she posted a .500 winning 
percentage and a .92 1 save percentage. 
Deller also faced the most shots-per- 
game of any goaltender in the top 10 
in save percentage. 

"Deller was key for us in several 
of our games and our teams 
success," Colarossi said. "She is a 
very reactionary goalie who in battle 
situations will outwork the opposition. 
In her growth we will be working with 
her to continue to improve technically 
and consistently game in and game 
out." 

With the addition of new players 
and the experience gained from those 
returning, Colarossi hopes to further 
establish her brand of hockey in the 
OUA. 

"We are going to aim to buUd on 

the foundation set this year," Colarossi 

said. "A fast skating, hard working 

group that is willing to block shots, 

play defense by committee to minimize 

shots against, and when attacking do 

it with purpose and intent to finish 

around the net."

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SGA to attend OUSA meeting

For the first ever time, executives of 
the Students' General Association (SGA) 
accepted an invitation to attend the Ontario 
Undergraduate Student Alhance (OUSA) 
General Assembly from the Western 
University Students' Council. 

The assembly, which will take place 
in the last weekend of March, consists of 
delegates from seven schools across Ontario, 
including delegates from Queen's University 
and Wilfrid Laurier University, meeting to 
discuss "three policy papers," said Amir 
Eftekarpour, Vice President External for the 
Western University Students' Council. 

"The papers aim to support International 
Students and Aboriginal Students, and 
articulate a new System Vision for how 
the university system is funded," said 
Eftekarpour These papers are developed 
through research conducted by student 
leaders - OUSA then lobbies to the 
provincial government on behalf of these 
issues and their universities. 



However, when the papers are not being 
discussed, Eftekarpour said delegates have 
a chance to discuss the best practices and 
ideas for student unions/ associations. 

In attending the General Assembly, 
the SGA win be missing the Canadian 
Federation of Students (CFS) conference 
which takes place on that same weekend. 

Mark Mancini, Vice President of Student 
Issues for the SGA, said that the SGA "has 
a lot more to gain out of being an observer 
at OUSA's conference than we would going 
to the CFS conference — OUSA is far more 
in (the SGA's) direction, and (their) track 
record is better in terms of actually getting 
concrete things done for students." 

Mancini said the lobbying method that 
the OUSA employs is a method that "works 
well" for the SGA, and he is "looking 
forward" to learning more about OUSA. 

Eftekarpour said the council invited 
the SGA because "(the organization) had 
reached out to us early in the year expressing 
interest in what OUSA was writing and 



talking about, and asking for ways they 
could be involved in the conversation. 
When it came time to plan this spring's 
General Assembly at Queen's, I thought it 
would be great to invite them and take them 
up on their request to participate in the 
discussion." 

Mancini said he wiU attend the meeting, 
along with (possibly) some members of the 
new incoming SGA executive positions. The 
new executive will be chosen in the 2014- 
2015 SGA elections on March 19 and 20. 

Mancini said it's important for a newly- 
elected SGA executive to attend the 
meeting, so that the incoming staff can take 
the networking connections and knowledge 
and apply them to their position beginning 



Canadian Federation of Students 
unhappy with federal budget 



ST. JOHN'S (CUP) — The Canadian 
Federation of Students has taken an 
opposing stance to the 2014 Federal 
Budget, saying that it does nothing to aid 
the student debt crisis in Canada. 

"Federal Budget 2014 actually proposes 
no solutions to the student debt crisis 
in Canada," said Chairperson of CFS- 
Newfoundland and Labrador Michael 
Walsh. "It pays lip service to the high 
youth unemployment in the country and 
instead continues to download the cost 
of postsecondaiy education onto students 
and their families." 

The budget implements a new Canada 
Apprentice Loan as part of its Student 
Loans Program, providing apprentices 
with over $100 million in interest-free 
loans to aid in their training. 

However, Walsh says that increasing 
the loans system is not part of a real 
solution. He is disappointed that with 
over S15 billion in Canadian student 
debt, the government ignored the CFS's 
recommendations of moving towards a 
need-based grant program. 

"We should be looking at actual 
spending on programs that will ensure that 
people are ale to get the skills they need," 
said Walsh. "Expanding the loans program 
to ensure that apprentices can access the 
loans will simply further indebt students." 

Walsh says the CFS is also disappointed 



in September, calling the process "forward- 
thinking." 

In terms of the SGA's on-going 
relationship with the CFS, Mancini said 
that by attending the OUSA conference, 
the SGA is "attempting to differentiate 
themselves" from CFS. 

"We've been continuing to educate 
the student body about the CFS, and our 
issues with them," said Mancini. "I think 
right now we are trying to demonstrate to 
(the CFS) that we don't see ourselves in the 
organization, and we see ourselves going in 
a different direction." 



by the 3,500 new paid internship positions 
the budget creates. He says that with youth 
unemployment levels so high, providing 
internships for one per cent of the youth 
population is grossly ineffective. 

"We have almost 400,000 youth 
between the ages of 20 and 29 who are 
unemployed currently in Canada. Finding 
jobs for about one per cent of them doesn't 
do anything to actually address the levels 
of youth unemployment in Canada," said 
Walsh. 

In Newfoundland and Labrador, youth 
unemployment between the ages of 15 and 
24 was at 16.7 per cent in 2013. 

Walsh says the CFS will be continuing 
to put pressure on the federal government, 
as well as making submissions to the 
finance committee and meeting with MPs 
and senators. 

"The type of work we'll do moving 
forward is ensuring that student debt is an 
issue in the next federal budget and moving 
into the next election." 
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
